Siamese Judging 

I wish to express appreciation of 
and agreement with the letter by 
Helen Hall Roose (CATS, Feb. °49), 
relative to Siamese judging. There 
has been a great deal of inconsistency 
in the judging of Siamese. There has 
also been too much emphasis placed 
on lightness of coat at the expense of 
type. If enough Siamese exhibitors 
would criticize the judging methods 
perhaps we could make some progress. 
So many judges raise only Persians 
or Domestics that it is not surpris- 
ing that they fail to 


recognize cor- 

rect type in Siamese. 
The complete Siamese head ac- 
counts for 35 of the A. C. A. point 


wins, 10 for head shape and 20 for eyes. 
Right here is the greatest concentra- 
tion of typiness. Webster’s diction- 
ary says that .a wedge is a solid of five 
faces with a rectangular base, thick at 
one end and thin at the other. That is 
also a description of the perfect Siam- 
ese head but we have all seen 


win- 

ners with short, round heads and 
close set eyes. 

I like the judging chart that Mrs. 


Roose has drawn up for consideration 
and I especially like the fact that she 
has broken the eye color and eye shape 
into two separate entities. It makes 
the judging simpler. Put the whole 
judging procedure on a blackboard! 
Let the people see! The present meth- 
ods cause a great deal of grumbling 
and dissatisfaction among the losers 
whereas if they could see point for 
point where and how the cat went 
down, they would be more inclined to 
return to the show next year with 
better cats, 
Even the show standards are not 
the same which makes it hard for the 
novice breeder to know just what to 
strive for. One show standard for 
Siamese allots 15 points for tail. Surely 
the tail, if not grossly deformed, is not 
important as head or body shape.

The purpose in writing this article 
is to point out some of the errors that 
are unwittingly made in dealing with 
others and how misunderstandings 
may be avoided. One often hears the 
complaint that a customer has written 
to cat breeders and has received no 
replies. 

I wonder if in many such cases the 
inquiry has not been made on a post- 
card. It has been a common experience 
among people long in business that in- 
quiries made on a postcard are hardly 
worth a reply. In the first place, one 
gets the impression that if a custom- 
er is no more interested than to spend 
only a penny in making the inquiry, 
he is not going to spend much on a 
purchase. Many business firms have 
completely discontinued their re- 
sponse to such inquiries. Another dis- 
courtesy to a firm is the failure to en- 
close a_ self-addressed, postpaid en- 
velope. If one really wants to receive 
a reply from another party it is only 
fair to send the cost of postage. From 
the number of advertisers in Cats 
Magazine, I know there are many 
breeders who would welcome inquir- 
ies regarding their cats but would ap- 
preciate the courtesy of return post- 
age. 

Many requests for help with cat 
problems are sent to me, and I dare 
say that in half of these cases there is 
no self-addressed envelope enclosed. 
I have never turned down a request

for information nor have I ever re- 
ceivevd a letter later on telling of the 
results of suggested treatment. I no- 
tice in some advertising the request 
that no orders should be made for 
Cc. O. D. delivery. With the increased 
cost of parcels sent in this way it is 
little wonder that business firms do 
not desire to send small cost parcels 
collect. The Post Office Department 
charges a fee for collecting. The 
amount of the postage and the fee 
for the money order is also added, thus 
making the purchase price so high 
that the customer is bound to com- 
plain. What is the answer to this 
problem? I believe that one should 
consider carefully before ordering any 
product just how he is going to pay 
for it, and whether or not the dif- 
ference in extra cost of a parcel sent 
by C. O. D. mail is worth the differ- 
ence to the purchaser. A case in point 
is an order we received recently from 
a person in another state for one of 
our books. She asked that it be sent to 
her C. O. D. We sent it immediately 
and, after several weeks, we received 
the book again at the post office with 
the word “refused.” The transaction 
cost us 35 cents. Fortunately, this is 
the first time in years that we have 
had this happen. It is not surprising, 
then, that some firms send no such 
orders.

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HISTORY OF THE AMERICAN CAT FANCY 


PART 3—SIAMESE SECTION 
BY CHARLES A. KENNY 


(Cepyright 1949, by Charles A. Kenny. Must not be reprinted or quoted without written permission.) 


Historical data, particularly dates, 
relating to the American Cat Fancy, 
is sadly lacking simply because no 
thought was ever given to the future 
by those who comprised the bulwark 
of the hobby in the early days. The 
pioneers were more concerned with 
the cats they possessed at the time 
than with the history they were mak- 
ing for the interest and information 
of future generations of breeder-ex- 
hibitors. 

The only sources 
from which some sort of a running 
commentary of historical nature are 
the few preserved volumes of early cat 
publications. These include “The Cat 
Journal,” the first publication in 
America devoted to the activities of 
the Cat Fancy; “The Cat Review,” 
which had its inception in 1904; and 
finally “The Cat Courier,” which was 
established in 1912 and continued un- 
interruptedly for 28 years. The stud 
books of the Beresford Cat Club, the 
American Cat Association, the Cat 
Fanciers Association and the Cat Fan- 
ciers Federation provide some addi- 
tional information in regard to cats of 
the different eras, but little else. 

Editors of the early cat magazines 
stressed personal squibs designed to 
please probable advertisers, and for 
the most part overlooked interesting 
news stories. Many valuable _stor- 
ies were lost because of the political 
alignment of the editors of these jour- 
nals, and ofttimes newsworthy stories 
were eliminated in favor of a glowing 
article about some individual who was 
a likely prospect for a paid ad. But 
more about the early cat publications 
in a future installment. 

Thus, it was that the detailed in- 
formation concerning the founding of 
the Siamese Cat Society of America 
is missing from the early cat maga- 
zine sources, and from the files of the 
Secretary of the organization today. 

It is clearly established that the Si- 
amese Cat Society of America was 
founded in April 1909. This is by rea- 
son of two copies of “The Cat Review.” 
The February 1909 issue of this pub- 
lication contains an item to the effect 
that such a specialty group was to be 
organized immediately. The May 1909 
number of the same publication re- 
veals the facts about the founding 
of the group that occurred in April. 

The February issue of the period- 
ical had requested that all interested

in Siamese cats who desired to join a 
club devoted to the raising, breeding 
and study of Siamese should contact 
Mrs. Gertrude E. Taylor of Syracuse, 
N. Y. The May number reported that 
the organization was founded in April 
with Mrs. H. G. Dykhouse of Grand 
Rapids, Michigan, president; and Mrs. 
Gertrude E. Taylor, secretary and 
treasurer. No mention was made of a 
formal meeting of the group, so we 
can best assume that the two officers 
“elect” planned the _ organization 
through correspondence between them, 
or at meetings with each other at ex- 
hibitions during the 1908-1909 show 
season. 

Nevertheless, the Society was or- 
ganized and was patterned somewhat 
after the Siamese Cat Club of Eng- 
land, which had been in existence since 
1902. It is generally known that both 
Mrs. Dykhouse and Mrs. Taylor had 
considerable correspondence with Eng- 
lish Siamese breeders and had im- 
ported many specimen cats from the 
members of the Club. 

The Siamese Cat Society was 
launched auspiciously, according to 
that news story in the May 1909 copy 
of “The Cat Review.” Mrs. Clinton 
Locke of Chicago who was reputed to 
have imported the first Siamese direct 
from Lady Beresford of England was 
the honorary president, and prompt- 
ly responded by offering the new So- 
ciety a Challenge Cup. The Charge 
d’Affaires of the Siamese Legation in 
Washington, D. C. became a patron 
of the group. Since a Standard was 
necessary, it was announced that con- 
tact had been made with the Royal 
Palace at Bangkok, Siam, and detailed 
information would be forthcoming to 
assure absolute correctness before its 
adoption and publication. 

Unfortunately, the number of candi- 
dates for membership in the Siamese 
Cat Society of America was so small 
that little headway was made. As 
pointed out in previous installments, 
the raising of Siamese cats in America 
had proven anything but an immedi- 
ate success. The cost of specimens was 
exorbitant and the death rate ex- 
tremely high. Consequently, the prop- 
agation of the breed was exceedingly 
small despite the enthusiasm of breed- 
er-exhibitors, curtailed because of ex- 
pense and risks.

formation for a Standard from Bang- 
kok is not known, nor is such a let- 
ter mentioned in later issues of “The 
Cat Review” or any other cat period- 
ical. 

It is believed that the Siamese en- 
thusiasts used the Siamese Cat Club 
of England Standard until 1914. 


The Siamese Cat Society of Amer- 
ica caused very little stir in the Cat 
Fancy, and, as a result, the organiza- 
tion lay dormant as a cherished hope 
for several years. Finally, on Septem- 
ber 11, 1913, a formal meeting was 
called to order at Syracuse, N. Y. by 
Mrs. Dkyhouse. The Secretary-Treas- 
urer was asked to resume her duties, 
which, according to the meeting re- 
port, she had been forced to cancel. 
The group voted to begin operations 
once again with a clean slate, and an 
all-out movement was started to re- 
cruit members.

PEDIGREE LONG HAIR KIT SOUNDS FIRE ALARM 


Possibly Two Lives 
And Apartment 
Saved by Young Cat 


The persistent screeching of a pedi- 
gree Black Persian kitten, only 10 
weeks old at the time, is credited with 
the saving of the lives of two elderly 
ladies and the apartment house in 
which they reside, on Ash Wednesday, 
March 2, 1949. 

The kitten is the colorbred pet of 
Mr.-and Mrs. John Tietz of Swissvale, 
Pa., a suburb of Pittsburgh, where the 
heroic animal act was performed. 


Mrs. Bridget Kilmartin, residing in 
a third-floor apartment directly above 
that occupied by the Tietz couple, was 
attracted by the anguished screech- 
ing of the recently acquired kitten. 
After hiearing the consistent crying for 
some little time, Mrs. Kilmartin decid- 
ed that it would be best that she in- 
vestigate. 


She hurried to the landing below 
where at the door of the Tietz apart- 
ment she could hear the animal cries 
and the scratching noise from behind 
it. She procured a key and entered the 
apartment to discover the living room 
in flames. The kitten had jumped into 
her arms as she flung open the door. 
Then it leaped back on the floor and 
darted past the flames to phone table. 
It turned to see if Mrs. Kilmartin was 
following. 

Mrs. Kilmartin could not reach the 
telephone to. summon the Swissvale 
Fire Department, because the splash- 
ing flames barred her way to the con- 
sole at the far side of the room. She 
hurried downstairs to the first floor and 
rapped loudly on the door of the apart- 
ment occupied by Mrs. Elizabeth 
Sterner, with the kitting following. 

Repeated thumping finally brought 
Mrs. Sterner to the door. She had been 
asleep in the back room and did not 
know of the raging inferno above her. 

Mrs. Kilmartin quickly summoned 
the fire department, which is located 
only a block from the apartment. 


Upon arrival the hook and ladder 
team extinguished the blaze. The Tietz 
apartment was completely burned 
out. Included in the loss was a record 
collection valued at $1,000. Chief 
Davis of the Swissvale Fire Depart- 
ment revealed that the flames had 
gained considerable headway, and if 
the alarm had been turned in any 
later, the entire structure would have 
been burned to the ground, not to 
mention the possible deaths of Mrs. 
Kilmartin and Mrs. Sterner. Mr. and 
Mrs. Tietz were out of the city for the 
day.

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Three Hundred Studies at N. Y. Museum Exhibit 


Unusual Display Was Historical Chronology 


The story of the cat—venerated in 
Ancient Egypt, respected in the Orient, 
feared in the age of witchcraft and 
sentimentalized in the Victorian era— 
was told in the art of many countries 
in many ages, collected by The Coop- 
er Union Museum for its recent ex- 
hibition “Nine Lives: The Tale of the 
Cat in Art and History.” 

The exhibition’s nearly 300 cat 
studies in every medium—stone, cer- 
amics, metals, paintings, prints, tex- 
tiles and jewelry—were arranged by 
historical chronology. The cases of 
Egyptian material contained a num- 
ber of representations of the cat as 
the Goddess Bast, goddess of love, pic- 
tured sometimes with a cat’s head and 
sometimes fully in cat form. Ancient 
Egyptians also considered cats to be 
sacred animals or at least as highly 
respected pets. Customarily they were 
decorated with gold earrings and oft- 
en were mummified. 


The Oriental materials in the exhi- 
bition included a 12th century Japan- 
ese painting on silk which is the first 
cat pictured in the Zen Buddhist re- 
ligion, Chinese porcelains, and Japan- 
ese color prints by Kiosai, Utamare 
and Hiroshige. Oriental use of the cat 
in ornaments of ivory, jade, bronze, 
and in the fashioning of girdle orna- 
ments, incense burners and other 
household articles was illustrated in 
this section of the exhibiton. Best- 
iaries,, ancient textbooks of natural 
history, included the Persian bestiary 
called Manaff al-Hagawan and the 
Lincoln 12th century English bestiary, 
both Valued at many thousands of dol- 
lars. 

Another section of the exhibition was 
devoted to cat superstitions, which 
had their beginning in medieval Ger- 
many and the worship of Freya, whose 
chariot supposedly was drawn by cats. 
With the spread of Christianity, Freya 
and her cats fell into disrepute as 
pagans and finally became associated 
with witchcraft. The concept of the 
cat as the witch’s companion spread 
throughout Europe, and survives to 
our own day in Halloween associa- 
tions. 

The cat did not completely recover 
her reputation until the Victorian era, 
when coy and fluffy kittens were often 
pictured on sentimental Christmas 
cards, in Currier & Ives prints, in wall 
papers, women’s wearing apparel, and 
in such illustrated stories as “The 
Three Little Kittens.” 

Many famous artists have painted 
or drawn the cat, and included in the 
show were Durer’s woodcut of Adam 
and Eve with a cat at their feet, satir- 
ical prints by Hogarth, Rowlandson 
and Daumier, Goya, Manet and Degas. 
Winslow Homer’s only known sketch 
of a cat, and an original drawing by 
Beatrix Potter for the children’s book, 
“The Tailor of Gloucester,” borrowed 
from the Tate Gallery in London was 


shown for the first time in America. 

A section of the exhibition was de- 
voted to the cat in folk art, and con- 
tained American primitive paintings, 
Pennsylvania Dutch wood carvings, 
embroidery, etc. Other collections 
were made of ceramics (Bow, Chelsea, 
Staffordshire and Delft) and of jew- 
elry ranging from a Georgian piece 
with rose diamonds, rubies and Orien- 
tal pearls to modern jewelry from 
Fifth Avenue jewelers. 

Among modern artists with work in- 
cluded were Zorach, John Flanagan, 
Agnes Tait, Wanda Gag, Carl Walter, 
Peggy Bacon, and Christina Malman. 


Contemporary paintings included a 
canvas by Godfried Mind of Switzer- 
land, called the “Raphael of Cats,” 
and a semi-abstraction by Peter Busa 
symbolizing the cat in ancient Indian 
civilization. Other notable modern 
pieces included a Steuben plate by No- 
guchi, a bronze by Jane Pouplet, and 
a textile design by James Mason, the 
English actor. 

The exhibition was prepared and 
displayed by Miss Alleine Dodge and 
James Rambo of the Cooper Union 
Museum staff, under the direction of 
Calvin S. Hathaway, Curator of the 
Museum.

BODY COLOR—Even pale fawn 
or cream, slightly darker across the 
shoulders, shading gradually into 
a lighter color on the stomach and 
chest.

In judging body 
color in older cats, allowance 
should be made for a darker coat, 
as Siamese darken with age, but 
the body should not be so dark as 
to eliminate contrast with the 
points.

POINTS—Mask, ears, legs, feet and 
tail, dense and clearly defined, all 
of the same shade of deep seal 
brown.

after this pep-meeting is not revealed. 
A news item in one of the journals 
stated that Mrs. Dykhouse resigned 
the presidency (sometime during 1913 
after the Syracuse meeting). The item 
included the facts that the treasury 
had a grand total of $15.56 along with 
eight cups and trophies and 40 rib- 
bons. 

On February 1, 1914, the second 
(known) formal meeting of the So- 
ciety was held in New York City with 
Mrs. Clifford B. Harman elected presi- 
dent. It was at this meeting that the 
members voted to discard the English 
Standard and adopt its own. Mrs. Dyk- 
house was awarded the Locke Trophy 
by reason of her Siamese female, 
Romeo Blue Bell, going Best Cat in 
the All-Breed show held in Minne- 
apolis in 1912. 

It is the opinion of the writer that 
with the 1914 meeting, the Siamese 
Cat Society of America wandered out 
of the dollrums and embarked on an 
active campaign which gradually gave 
it the importance in the Cat Fancy in 
America which it enjoys today.
